Airport Barcelona 

The Barcelona-El Prat International Airport is located 12 
kilometres outside the city, to the south. Most European 
airlines, and many international ones, operate flights from its 
international terminal. 

Taxis are the most comfortable way to get from the airport to 

the city. You will see a taxi stand on the left of the main airport 

exit. From the airport to the city, the journey takes between 20 

to 30 minutes, depending on the traffic. The cost is 

approximately 25 EUR with a small extra charge for each piece 

of luggage. The tariffs are on the side of the taxi. 

Other transportation options include Aerobus bus service and 

RENFE trains.
